School offers lessons in drugs

Perhaps it £omcs amo_suq?risc. but 
Twin Falls High School ofiers more than 
an education to the teens of Twin Falls; 
For those interested, the school can be u 
place to experiment with drugs. 

Police and students says drags - mostly 
marijaunu - are not hard to Hnd at school. 

A friend of a friend might know some- 
one who has a connection. No matter how 
tenuous, the ties seem strong enough to 
make drags available at the high school. 

Twin Falls police Sgt. Bill Hanchey, 
who keeps an office at the school a.v a 
drug-prevention ofllccr, estimates 70 per- 
cent of the high-school students have ex- 
perimented willi drags. 

His estimate eumes from talking to 
"several hundred" kids at the school the 
past couple of years, Hanchey said. 

In the past few weeks, Hanchey or oth- 
er police ofllccrs have made 10 arrests at 
the school on drug-related charges. Most 
involved marijuana, but one student wu.s 


arrested for posses.sion of the hallucino- 
gen LSD ofT campus. 

In a recent random sampling during the 
noon lunch hour, .students said finding 
drags would not be hard. . 

"It’s real easy to gel. ... li’scosicr to.gct 
illegal drug.s than it is legal drugs," .said 
'Ramon-Guzman Jr.. 16. a sophomore. 

Some students show iiiile fear in curry- 
ing drugs on school property, he said. 
Guzmun said he'd like to sue more pre- 
vention effons toward all drugs - not just 
alcohol and tobacco. 

“The emphasis is on alcohol and 
cigarettes. It should be the other way," he 
said. 

Emily Hadley, a 16-ycar-old junior 
who avoids the "party scene,” said from 
what she hears, marijuana seems to be the 
easiest drag to get at tlic school . . 

“You cun gel marijauna pretty cosily," 
Hadley said, "rve heard acid (LSD) is 
coming back. too. I don't know about the 
availability of it, though.” 

A recent nationwide study pegged the 
number of high-school students who have 
c.xperimcntcd with drugs at least once at

Elders said health education must in- 
clude the entire spectrum of social issues 
including drugs, alcohol, sex and violence. 
“It’s not going in there and giving them a 
plumbing lesson. I feel that’s a waste of 
time.” . 

She said only S percent of public schools 
now have comprehensive programs.

ficiai in Arkansas was outspoken on the 
need to provide condoms to sexually ac- 
tive teenagers, said that while contracep- 
tives should be made available, "if you 
don’^f have the education I coiild go out 
and throw condoms up in the air and let 
them rain." 

She noted that 85 percent of children 
from upper and middle-income families re- 
ceive early childhood education, but only 
18 percent of children on. welfare. 
“They’re the ones who absolutely need it

Charles Murray of the American Enter- 
prise Institute, appearing on the same 
show, blamed the welfare system for the 
sharp rise in single mothers. “You lid the 
economic burden, sociol stigma goes 
down,” he said.

• ;R-Occ!o, said at a public meeting at Mur- 
taugh High School that he has no solutions 
to the issue that has divided the town. 

"You either havc to consolidate or build a 
new school," he said. Though . the choices 
I sound simple, either solution will come at a 
cost. 

' "The school is the nerve center of town," 
Dorrington told the crowd, adding that the 
possibility of losing it lo consolidation 
would be “gut-wrenching." 

But if Murtaugh wants to keep a school in 
the community.'hesaid, enough people need 
to support a bond issue to get the required 
two-thirds opproval. 

"There are not o lot of people in Boise 
looking out for Murtaugh High School, ”-he 
said. "There are a number of legislators on 
the bandwagon for consolidation. You'll 
want to keep your eyes and ears open.” 

Two recent school bond issues have 
failed in Murtaugh, in Septem^r 1992 and 
July 1993. A third elcclran has been pro- 
posed by an anti-consolidation group. 

Consolidation, by contrast, would require 
only a simple majqrity in both districts. If 
the proposal is approved,' a consolidated 
high school could be built somewhere be- 
tween the two towns. 

But location is not the only issue, said 
stale Rep.

Packwood has been accused by more 
Ilian two do/eii women of making un- 
wanted sexual advances over the years 
of liis public life. He has admitiud com- 
'milling improprieiics willi a number of 
his accusers. The Senate Ethics Commit- 
tee is investigating these allegations. In 
the course of that invcsii|^aiion i*ack- 
wood's political effectivencKS ha.s 
steadily declined, as a result of his loss 
of standing with his eolleagues and his 
increasing iinpopularity in Oregon. 

. . Packwood is. of course, eiitiiled to ev- 
ery legal right and proteciioii as he deals 
with tbc charges against him. At this 
point he lias been convicted of noiliing. 

But the people of Oregon, also have 
rights in this mailer, specirically the 
right lo be faillifully represented by a 
senator they re-elected Iasi year in ap- 
parent ignorance of the allcguljons that 
would soon be made .igainst him. Tiiey 


are largely being denied that representa- 
tion. 

The ease has now been further com- 
plicated by a new Justice Department 
cnminul. investigTiIion? On the Senate 
flour three weeks ago Packwood ac- 
knowledged' that in 1991 he approached 
a lobbyist to seek employment for his 
estranged wife as pan of an effort to win 
legal approval lo lower her alimony pay- 
ments. Indications of such an approach, 
which may have been a violation of 
crinpnal statutes, appeared in parts of his 
diary that Pack^vood had voluntarily 
turned over to the Ethics Committee. 
Meanwhile, liie committee is seeking a 
federal court subpoena for pans of the 
diaiy that Packwood refuses to submit. 

So what had been u consistent pattern 
of boyish behavior toward women 'may 
soon explode into something of lieavicr 
legal import. Packwood does, at least, 
still liavc it in his power to end the 
Elides Committee investigation. Me need 
only resign from the Senate lo accom- 
plisli that. Clearly, out of respect both 
for that body and for the people of Ore- 
gon. that is the course he should take.

Congress shows cowardly 
behavior by voting down bill 


Riglit until the showdown vole. President 
Clinton. and iiis allies were warning that 
Congress was on the brink of hobbling the 
military, hurling the economy and under- 
cutting hcalth-carc reform. Well, you can 
relax now: The bill has been defeated. 

What was tlie cause of these dire warn- 
ings? It was a bipartisan plan to slash the 
federal budget by - "hold on to yonr hats!" 
- 1 percent. 

The "Penny-Kasich Plan" would have 
wrung these savings from the budget, by 
making changes in more than 80 federal 
progr.ims or policies. By spreading the bur- 
den widely, however, the plan also aroused 
opposition from all over - ranging from se- 
nior citizens nnd veterans lo mayors and 
unions. And with Pres ideril C linloa Ica^ng 
the opposition, tluniouse voted down llie 
plan by six voles -219 to 213. ) 

Count this ns the latest example of con- 
gressional cowardice under fire, and note 
that deficit reduction continues to loom as 
the major deficiency in the Clinton pro- 
gnim. 

The defeat was largely the function of 
fcar-mongcring hyperbole from key people 
on the Clinton team. For example, Secre- 
tary of Defense Les Aspin warned last 
week that the plan’s insistence that Euro- 
pean allies assume a greater share of allied 
military costs would "degrade the condition 
of our military forces." This was bizarre, 
considering the lack of corroboration from 
our alliCfS, and the Dcmocrals' long insis- - 
tence that Pentagon spcnding.should be 
lower. .(In a. complete switd^ of roles. Re- 
publican leaders supported these cuts.) 

Another incredible argument came from 
the head of the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. Laura Ty.son. who warned that the 
Penny-Kasich cuts might .stymie economic 
growth. Thai's ridiculous. Pcnny-Kasiclr 
would have cut federal spending by SIS bil- 


lion a year, an amount that would be barely 
dutcciuble in the United Slates' S6 trillion 
economy. 

A more plausible objection, and the one 
that probably spelled the difference be- 
tween victory ond defeat, had lo do with the 
fact that the Penny-Kasich Plan got more 
than a third of its savings from changes in 
the Medicare program. 

Medicare is the most flagrant example of 
fedcnil profligacy at present, but the Clin- 
ton administration argued that all these sav- 
ings would be needed to reform health care 
so llial ull- Americans nrc covered. Using 
them for deficit reduction now .could, the 
admintslmlion argued, imperil his health- 
care initiative. This argument wasn’t com- 
|5clling in ajlrict accounting sense, but had 
a certain resonance in terms of politicar 
strategy, and many lawmakers were swayed 
by it. 

Alas, when it rejected the bipartisan Pen- 
ny-Kasich Plan, the House didn’t ha^c 
much else to go with all its anii-dcftcil 
rhetoric. Tlic Clinton team had been on -its 
heels ever since the Congressional Budget 
Onice reponed how little savings would re- 
sult from President Clinton’s rival spend- 
ing-cui plan - which was based largely on 
recommendations from Vice President 
Gore’s "Reinventing Government" report. 
The White House said it would save bil- 
lions annually; CBO snid it would be a pal- 
try S60 "million." 

The Clinton team bulked up its budget- 
cut plan a little, and the House did pa.ss it. 
Hbwever, (he public should bcware.of.. 
politiciun.s who rejected the Penny-Kasich 
Plan without putting forward an equally se- 
rious altcniniive. 

For now, itJooks as if serious budget-cut- 
ting will be put off until 1994, or later, and 
that’s not good news.

So oficn we hear about the importance of us- 
ing medications properly. We hear about drug ' 
intenictions nnd side cfTects. A recent article in 
tile Journal of Uiu Amcric.'in Medical Associa- 
tion states that 3 percent to 1 1 percent of oil , 
hospital admissions ore due to adverse drug iv- 
actions. Hint means (hat for thousands and 
tliou.sand.s of people, the medications they lake 
to make them belter .'ictually land llii-m in u 
hospital bed. 

' It's hard enough to protect iigainsl tlie.se 
problems even when you know what you are 
taking. But now incrcrusingly it’s hard to know 
. whnt youiirc taking. 

As n ph'annnci.st. I’m concerned (hat many 
I drug companies nrc expanding their well- 
known product lines to sell dilTcrent medica- 
tions. 

For example, Chlor-Trimcton is a very wclU 
known antihistamine. Now the manufacturer is' 
— -scHing-OHlifTereni-version of Chlor-Trimcton 
that contains pscudocphcdrinc. This is nn en- 
tirely different drug. It's not anything like an 
antihistamine. lastcad of causing drowsiness 
likc'antihistnmines, it’s an "upper" like caf- 
feine. It doesn't reduce die reaction to hay 




fevur, and in people with high blood pressun;, 
glimcema or diabetes, ir can cause a whole new 
.set of problems. 

There are m.iny other examples, too. 

Moalox Caplets contain calcium carbonate 
like Tunis - not aluminum and magnesium hy- 
droxide like the other Maalox pn>duc(s. Soon 
(hero’ll be five dirTcrcnl drugs all called 
Maalox and each can have (heir own unique 
response in the body. . * 

Remember wtien Bayer meant aspirin? Now 
there arc five types of Bayer with either oc- 
ctaminophen or ibuprofen. This can make a 
huge dilTcrence to someone with kidney prob- 
lems or lo n child. — 

There's nisoa Dnimaminc made out of 
meclizine which is different that the Dm- 
miiminc that's been on tlic moricct for decades. 

TIic government doesn’t regulate this. Tlicrc 
are no rules preventing drug companies from 
using one brand name to market dilfcrcnt med- 
ications. 

Tliat means you have to be very careful. Be 
sure to nsk you pharmacist for advice on non- 
prescription medications.

SmaU, but powerful, image could help Clinton 


Con one unplonncJ incident, one fleeting 
image, one short piece of videotape, influ- 
ence the entire nation's opinion of a presi- 
dent? 

Remember the fooiogc of Edmund 
Muskic crying in public during the 1972 
New Hampshire primary? Or the photo- 
graph ofl^sident Carter collapsing during 
a foot race? Some believe that media ac- 
counts ofRonaid Reagan's joking aRcr the 
attempt on his life (“I forgot to duck") en- 
sured his re-election. 

Something similar to the "jaunty Reagan" 
phenomenon may have occurred across 
America recently. In a retrospective on its 
first 25 years, "60 Minutes" bntadcast a pre- 
viously unoired videotape of heavy TV stu- 
dio lists’ suddenly fulling near Bill and 
Hillary Rodham Clinton during a January 
1992 interview. 

Ttiis short clip, shown twice during the 
program, may have pierced all the layers of 
public relations, spin doctors and political 
posturing to reveal the Clintons' 'true selves. 
And what did viewers sec? They saw gen- 
~uinc'terror.'affection iindcouragc. 

Ironically. Hillary Clinton was speaking 
of fear just as the l^k of lights fell with a 
loud emsh onto the back of the couch where 
the Clintons were sitting, nnrrbwly missing 
her shoulder and head. 

' "It sounded like an artillery round going - 
off," recalled "60 Minutes" interviewer 
Steve Kroh, adding that the Clintons could 
have been killed. 

Rcncting quickly to the danger, the Clin- 
tons jumped up from the couch. "Mary and

Joseph!" Mrs. Clinton exclaimed, as her 
husband threw a protective arm around her 
.shoulder and rushed her out ofharm's way. 
He then hugged hcrtighlly, clutched her 
head and comforted her. 

Sure, the presidential contender did what 
anyone would do for a frightened person, 
even a stranger. But. given the topic of the 
interview (the Gcnnifer Flowers adultery al- 
legations), such spontaneous and honest af- 
fection curried added significance. Anyone 
who witnessed that moment will find it 
harder to question the Clintons’ loyalty to 
each other or to characterize eitlicr of them 
as cold and calculating. 

Amazingly, u few minutes aficr (his near 
disaster, die Clintons snt down on the same 
couch and calmly resumed tho interview - 
so calmly and credibly, in fact, (hat this one 
interview would effectively defuse the adul- 
tery issue, nnd help propel them to the 
White House. 

It's dangerous, of course, to make too 
much of a random, incident. But we get so 
few glimp.scs into the authentic values, emo- 
tions and personalties of our leaders that any 
insight into their true character becomes in- 
valuable. 

In this real-life situation, the Clintons had 
the right stulT. They showed honest emo- 
tions - .shock, fear and cariog - and then ex- 
hibited confidence and poise os they recov- 
ered. When bombs or bullets or TV lights 
fall, there's no faking it. .Less secure or less 


stable individuals might have been rattled 
and unnerved. 

This incident also reminded us of the in- 
credible personal risk.s that people take 
when they run for public ofilcc. Presidential 
candidates arc in danger, not only from as- 
sassins and terrorists, but from airplane 
crashes, car accidents, food poisoning and 
all (he random perils that occur when a per- 
son spends every day in a different city. 

Hetj: were two bright people in the prime 
of their lives who could have been living 
comfortably as wealthy lawyers, far away 
from politics’ bright lights. Instead, they 
were on the campaign trail, putting their 
ideas, bodies and even their lives on the line. 

Will the broadcast of the Clintons’ near 
miss, like stories of the hospitalized Rea- 
gan's grace underpressure, boost the popu- 
larity of a cookie president? 

It’s too early to tell. Certainly no one 
would be foolish enough to attribute the . 
president’s victory oh the North American 
Free Trade Agreement to a sudden surge of 
-TV-induced sympalliy. 

But look at it this way. If the Clintons hod 
shown less compassion, courage and re- 
silience - cursing out technicians, trembling 
with four for hours or showing little physical 
affection - wouldn't many people have 
judged them harshly?

’ SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Beneath a phrase from the New 
Testament, hundreds of signatures 
appeared Sunday in a full-page 
newspaper advertisement protest- 
ing the recent excommunications of 
five Mormon scholars and femi- 
nists. 

The advertisement in The Salt 
Lake Tribune was placed by The 
Olive Branch, on ad hoc group that 
, formed in the wake of the 
September disciplinary actions that 
sent shock waves throughout the 
Mormon intellectual community. 

“Wc are a group of people so 
offended by- the excommunications 
of ScptemlKr that wc decided on a 
course of oction not to let those 
excommunications go unchal- 
lenged,” said J.D. Willioms, an 
inactive Mormon and former 
University of Utah professor who 
helped put the ad together. 

"The ad was intended to fronuily 
say to the LDS general authorities 
that what hoppened was intolerable, 
and wc arc now going to take the 
cose to the world,” he said. 

The five were excommunicated 
by leaders of their congregations, 
but they and many of their support- 
ers ^lieve the actions were orches- 
trated by Elder Boyd K. Packer, 69, 
acting head of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles that advises the 
ftith’s three-member First 
Presidency.

HHLSINKI, Finland (AP) — The 
success of the Middle East peace 
accord depends on Israel beginning 
its withdrawul from the Gaza Strip 
and the West Bank town of Jericho 
on Dec. 13 us agreed. Yasser Arafat 
said Sunday. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rubin said last week that Dec, 13 is 
not “u holy date" and that withdrawal 
of troops may be delayed by growing 
violence in the occupied terriloric.s. 

But if Israel doesn’t start withdraw- 
ing troops by then, “there will be no 
implementation of the peace accord 
and everyone has to bear his respon- 
sibility about what will happen after 
that," Arafat said. 

Ar.ifat, chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, spoke at a 


news conference-, in Helsinki before 
flying to Denmark, the lost stop on a 
five-day Nordic tour to solicit aid and 
investments. 

Negotiators for Israel and (he PLO 
set the Dec. 13 withdrawal date in 
ongoing talks on how to implement 
the peace agreement signed in 
September. TIic agreement calls for 
Palestinian self-rule in Jericho and 
the Guza Strip by spring. 

"Wc have a clear and obvious 
agreement that withdrawal from Gau 
Strip and Jericho urea is a first step, 
which has to start from Dec. 13," 
Arafat said. "Tlicy arc insisting not to 
withdraw.” 

Tlic Israelis are offering "redeploy- 
ment. new maneuvering to oveijump 
existing ugrccmcnt.s." Arafat said. 


Aidid boycott threatens 
peace chance in Somalia 


MOGADISHU. Somalia (AP) — ■ 
Somali clan leader Mohamed Famih 
Aidid is boycotting an aid conference 
in Ethiopia until the United Nations 
releases three of his top aides, his 
.spokesman .said Sunday. 

U.N. ofticiuls in Somalia recom- 
mended to the U.’ chief that the 
aides be released, a U.N. official 
said. 

Aidid's boycott threatens the 
meeting's chance for forging u rec- 
onciliation among Somali factions. 

A U.N, official, meanwhile, said 
that U.S. forces, have come under 
small-arms fire in three separate 
incidcr)ts_sincc Saturda y. The re were 
no casualties. 


It wasn’t clear whether looters or 
factional fighters did the shooting, 
but U.S. forces could mount a mili- 
tary operation unless clan elders put 
un end to the sniper fire, said Col. 
Steve Rausch. 

"Wc wouldn’t discount a military 
operation, but that is not our intent,'' 
he said, adding that most of the trou- 
ble came from an area near Sword 
Base, one of three U.S. military bases 
in Mogadishu. 

It would be the first such U.S. 
operation since early October, when 
a firefighl that followed a U.S. raid 
against Aidid's forces killed 18 
Americans and m ore th an 3,00_ 
Somalis, including many civilians.

LOPBURl. Thoilond (AP) — TTic 
guests of honor orrived late, stuffed 
their foccs and generally behaved like’ 
animals. 

But what do you expect from^. 
bunch of monkeys? ■ 

They came to feast on fruit, nuts, 
rice and other delights Sunday at the 
yearly Monkey Banquet in Lopburi, 
71 miles north ofBan^ok. 

Hotel owner Yongyuth 
Kijwattananuson held the feast to 
honor the guardian spirit of Lopburi's 
13th-century shrine. Some 600 mon- 
keys, considered devotees of the spir- 
it, live among the ruins of the shrine 
and on the grounds of another ancient 
temple ncari>y. "When I first opened 
my hotel. I asked the spirit to help 
me," Yongyuth said. "So every year I 
feed the monkeys to thank him for 
my prosperity." 

The brown, long-tailed macaques 
usually cat peanuts, watermelon and 
bananas begged from tourists. But the 
menu was considerably more elegant 
Sunday. 

Thousands of onlookers crowded 
the grounds as volunteers set out 
plates of food on tables covered with 
red cloths. But with the noise of three 
competing loudspeaker systems and a 
score of netA% photographers, the ban- 
quet's honored guests kept their dis- 
tance. 

After 30 minutes, a dozen monkeys 
warily clambered down to stuff them- 
sclvcs on brightly, colored pumpkins, 
sticky rice, raisins, eggs and rich Thai

sweets known as thong yod. 

Loudspeakers warned spectators to 
keep tight hold on their eyeglasses, 
handbifgs and wallets.

The monkeys who didn’t brave the 
spotlight for the feast roomed a near- 
by maricct, robbing inattentive street- 
side food hawkers and bedeviling 
tourists.

Countdown for crucial 
Hubble repair mission starts 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. — The . 
countdown began Sunday for the Hubble 
Space Telescope repair mission, consid- 
ered by many to be NASA’s biggest 
challenge in .space since the Apollo 
moon landings, ^ 

The space shuttle Endeavour is sched- 
uled to lift off on the l!-dny flight in 
pre-dawn darkness Wednesday. 

Hubble program managers and scien- 
tists were thrilled to be, finally, this close 
to correcting the telescope’s fuzzy vision 
and oth'er problems. Even normally 
placid launch officials were caught in the 
excitement. 

"This is n very, very exciting mission," 
shuttle test director Mike Lcinboch said 
soon afler the countdown clocks staned 
ticking. "It’s been billed as one of the 
most important missions NASA’s had in 
a long, long time, and we’re all anxious 
for it to go.” 

Endeavour’^ crew will go out five and 
possibly seven times to work on Hubble 
after the bus-sized telescope is anchored 
in the shuttle cargo bay. No U.S. space 
mission to date has had more than four 
spacewalks. 

Court hears UMW’s appeal 
of $52 million strike fines 

ROANOKE, Va. — In the spring of 
1989, coal- truck driver 4Uchard Adams, 
rounded a light curve on a ru gg ed south- 
western Virginia mountain road and en- 
countered a group of striking miners. ' 

They hurled fistfuls of rocks that “hit 
us like a hailstorm," Adams, a replace- 
ment worker, told Circuit Judge Donald 
McGlothlin. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has sched- 
uled arguments today on whether Mc- 
Glothlin, was justified in fining the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers union S52 million for 
repeated episodes of violence and, civil 
disobedience in its 11 -month strike 
against Pittslon Co. 

Labor analysts said it’s the largest civil 
contempt fine ever imposed an U.S. 
court and could bankrupt the union. 

. The UMW contends the fines were ex- 
cessive, and that they were unconstitu- 
tional, maintaining that the judge cannot 
assess fines to coerce people’s behavior. 
The union further maintains that the 
strike settlement should have' negated the 
accumulated civil fines. 

Thousands march to mark 
15th anniversary of slayings 

SAN FRANCISCO — Hundreds of 
marchers braved rain tp mark the 15th 
anniversary of the assassinations of 
George Mosconc and Harvey Milk. 

The candlelight march Saturday night 
began in the city’s predominately gay 
Castro District and went to City Hall, 
where Milk, a city supervisor, and 
Mosconc, the mayor, were shot to death 
on Nov. 27. 1978. 

Milk was tlie city’s first openly gay su- 
pervisor. He and Mosconc were killed by 
former Supervisor Dan White, who re- 
signed abruptly and asked for reinstate- 
ment but was turned down by Mosconc.

Murder top cause of j ob deaths in 5 states

WASHINGTON — Murder was the 
leading cause of workplace death in five 
states and the District of Columbia during 
the 1980s, according to the first federal 
study to pinpoint workplace fatalities by 
state. 

Of the 7,603 Americans slain on the job 
in the last decade, 985 worl^ers were mur- 
dered in Alabama, Connecticut, lylaryland. 
Michigan, South Carolina and Washington, 
D.C. 

Neyv York doesn't tabulate on-the-job 
homicide, but the National Institute of Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health estimated its

toll at 867. If accurate, that would make 
New York the cupiuil of workplace murder. 

“We need to realize that these fatal in- 
juries are not acts of Cod," said Lynn Jenk- 
ins, author of the NIOSH study. "They arc 
preventable and wc must take steps to find 
out whnt the risks arc and how to prevent 
them." 

The study noted, however, that some 
progress has been made. Workplace deaths 


overall declined by more than 1.600 be- 
tween 1 980 and 1989. 

NIOSH first warned about workplace 
homicide lust month, when an early analy- 
sis of this study showed murder to be the 
biggest killer of working women, 
y Tlte full study, released today, ofTcns the 
first state-by-slule look at the problem, 
NIOSH wants state governments to , find 
ways to prevent the biggest killers of their 


workers. Jenkins said. 

Nationwide. 62,289 civilians died on the 
job from 1980 through 1989 — about 17 
workers a day. Another 1,300 soldiers per- 
ished. 

Overall, murder was the third-leading 
killer of civilians, following motor vehicle 
crashes and machine injuries.

Behind Herblock’s 
gentle facade simmers 
a ruthless cartoonist

WASHINGTON — Herbert Block seems 
harmless. His face is all soft lough lines, he 
walks with a grandfathcrly shuffle and his of- 
fice at The Washington Post has a couch for 
napping. 

Don’t be fooled. Behind that gentle smile 
simmers the ruthless mind of an editorial car- 
toonist, pen name Hcrblock. 

He drew Richard Nixon crawling out of a 
sewer, depicted Jimmy Carter as a hazy blur, 
cast George Bush us a witch doctor. He calls 
'em like he sees ‘erri. 

"I’ve never fclF’that I was unfair to any- 
body," Block said mildly. 

It’s a bold claim for a man who has pub- 
lished more than 15,000 political cartoons, 
spanning Herbert Hoover to Bill Clinton. 

"He's a giant," said Chuck Jones, creator of 
the, Road Runner cartoqps, "As Ipng.as.hc’s 
been at it, he’s lost hone.of that extraordinary 
vinegar, that attitude." 

Block’s work appears in 300 newspapers. He 
has published 10 books of his cartoons, plus a 
new autobiography, “Hcrblock: A Cartoonist’s 
Life,” that he tapped out on a manual typewrit- 
er. He’s won three Pulitzers, and he shared in a 
fourth for the Post’s Watergate coverage. 

At 84, Block has no plans to quit cartooning. 
‘Tve never done anything else," he said re- 
cently. ‘Td miss it." 

He begins his work day in bed, searching 
The New York Times for inspiration through 
the 'late morning. His nights end with the early 
edition of tomorrow’s Washington Post. 

In between. Block is in a cluttered office just 
ofT the newsroom, a wooden drawing board 
perched on his lap. He sips Diet Coke diluted 
with Perrier, sketches ideas, and chocks the ra- 
dio hourly for bulletins. He flips the TV news 
on and ofT. . 

It’s a constant search for what will become 
THE cartoon of the day, four days n week 
(down from seven a wcek^when he started). 

Yet Block says he never runs out of ideas. 

"There arc so many things going on," he 
say^, shaking his'head. "I look at the paper and 
I think holy smokes!" 

He sketches ideas most of the afiernoon, 
pausing for a nap added to his routine aficr a 
heart attack in 1959. When he settles on th'c 
best cartoon, it takes three to six hours to draw 
in pencil, ink and crayon. 

He typically works right up to his 9 p.m.

“If those schooLs were air condi-

Gold said the recent rush to Twin 
Falls of warm-weather transplants 
has brought a new dimensio'n to 
stress ottN: holidays. ' 

Folks who are accustomed'to 
wearing shorts and T-shirts' to 
Christmas dinner may have difli- 
culty adjusting to short, cold winter 
days, even if a white Christmas is 
one of the reasom they moved here. 
“1 thinks it helps to have-an un- 
. deistanding of wbot will occur dur- 
iiig this period,” Gold said. “Know 
' '.' that there will bq differences be- 
> 2 , tween what you have expmenced 
. before^imd what Vou may experi- 
encoribw.'’^.. I ; 

That advice Works, ev^ if what 
you experience this year^^ holi-’ 
day Vrimoutlbe ones you love. ' 
“Peode expenende lo^lfoess at... 
the faoliuys bwause it's £tiiM th^ 
associate with being with f^ily,” 
said Solly McCollum, a psycholo- 
gist with ofTlces in Ketchum and 
Hailey. “The loneliness’Ju^t cuts 
deeper.” 

Fortunately. McCollum said, 
there ore Ways to cose the misery of 
looelmess and celebrate the Spirit of 
the season at the some tiiite. ' 

“Reach out and comfort others,” 





McCollum said. “Volunteer at re- 
,tirement’homes or shelters. And 
think 'of a way, to celebrate the per- 
son's memoiy. Think of it os on op- 

E ortunity to remember. We may 
ave tost the person, but we still 
have (be memories.” . 

McCollum said she. encourages 
clients to spend some port of the 
holidays relating funny stories 
about a tost friend or fhmily mem- 
ber; or looking through photo al- 
bums Of Christmases past 
And if you’re single or divorced, 
whatever you do, don’t give in to 
..the feeling of being alone, McCol- 

lumwamol ■»/. • - • 

“Don't avoid Christmas windows 
and carolers,” she said. “Don't stay 
in and wallow. There’s no reason 
the loneliness can’t be relieved.” 

Of'eourse, somcpeople feci 
stressed out at the holidays not t>> 
cause there are too few people, but 
rather too many. 

Gold and McCollum said many 
people force themselves to spend 
the holidays with people they don’t 
like; Grandma Helen who tells dirty 
joka during dinner, or the mother- 
in-law who always complains that 
the turicey is dry, for instance. 

“Every family has a diiTcrent set 
of values,” McCollum said. “Some 
families could avoid a lot of the 
stress of the holidays simply by ' 
having a solitary Chiisunas. To oili- 
er families, having everyone to- 
gether is part of the day.” 

Newly-married couples oRen 
have the most difficult time (fecid- 
ing bow to spend Christmas,' Mc- 
Collum said. She suggested negoti- 
' ating between both sets.qf parents. 

• “This year we*il go to mine, next 
year wc.'ll go to youre,” McCollum 
said. “And if the parents-ih-law' ‘ 
aren’t happy, well that’s too bad.

Since sch^uling is also a great 
stress-inducer, Gold suggests 
planning events. Mark the family 
calendar with special events, such 
as tree-decorating and holiday 
baking, well in advance so every- 
one con plan around those dates. 
Line up baby-sitters now for 


those adults-only parties, and plan 
holiday menus at least two weeks 
ahead. 

Sally McCollum, a psycholo- 
gist with offices in Kctchum ai^d 
Hailey, advises busy families to 
simplify preparations and perhaps 
forgo some traditions in favor of 
a little more free lime (who’s go- 
ing to notice the store-bought pic. 
anyway!). 

She also suggests letting chil- 
dren open some. presents before 
the big day, to avoid that Christ- 


mos-mbming hangover that many 
kids feel. Gifis from relatives and. 
friends from out-of-state can be 
opened early arid ihank-you notes 
sent out before the afier-Christ- 
mos rush. 

And, as always, shop early, 
mail early and avoid the flu. 

If all that fails to relieve the 
stress of the season, McCollum 
said, consider taking everybody 
away for the holidays. A week in 
Cancun can do a lot for any- 
body’s Christmas mood.

MAKE MINE STRAIGHT: Don’t 
reach for that cold, remedy yet.

need the antihistamine, which can in- 
duce drowsiness. If you’re just cough- 
ing, you don’t ncid a decongestant 
that can cause dry mouth and throat. 
Many liquid formulas contain up to 25 
percent olcohol. “The less ingredients 
in an over-the-counter medication, the 
better,” says Joanne Gaul, a Grand 
Forks, N.D., family physician. “When 
you take one that has lots of ingredi- 
ents, you’re probably taking some 
medication you don’t need, And that’s 
never good.” 

A ZINC LINK? Excess zinc could 
exacerbate or even trigger dementia in 
people with Alzheimer’s disease by 
influencing the creation of a sticky 
glue that clings to brain cells and 
eventually kills them. That’s accord- 
ing to' a report to the Society for Neu- 
roscience. There is no evidence that 
zinc alone increases someone’s risk of 
-getting Alzheimer’s, and-it’s unlikely 
that dietary zinc .[s .a problem. Re-

Two questions ore raised: Am I 
guilty?

Totalitarian refers to the tyrannical 
imposition of absolute rule by a 
despot who seeks, by any means 
necessary, ever-incrcasing dominion. 
Lacking a rational basis for rule, the 
dictator maintains control through 
use of force. The oppressor in oues- 
(ion is close (o, if not paranoid, a 
megalomaniac. 

11)0 parenting s^le I espouse rec- 
ognizes .the creativity, intelligence, 
and autonomy of the child. It's a 
low-involvement model of parent- 
hood in which' children ore super- 
vised well, given authoritative direc- 
tion, made responsible for their own 
behavior, and left to solve most of. 
their own problems. Parents arc in 
the background, consulting, rather 
than running interference. I believe 
in holding chijdrcn to relatively high 
standards of conduct and perf^or- 
monce, and tying their enjoyment of 
privilege to these expectations.

rear, and other equally old-fashioned 
notions. 

I’m not saying anything all that 
new because I happen to believe — 
after 24 years of being a parent and 
20 years of working os a psycholo- 
gist with families — that (here’s 
nothing new under the sun concern- 
ing children or their upbringing. 

And that, 1 suspect, is £c reason 
behind the accusation. For most of a 
generation, and with few exceptions, 
"helping" professionals have insisted 
that traditional childrearing princi- 
ples and methods were dangerously 
flawed, that they danuged the "seIf-< 
esteem” of children. These self- 
appointed “experts" raid that if par- 
ents would only follow their lead, 
families would be happier, healthier 


places. And yet, despite this out- 
pouring of professional parenting 
advice, we are in a state of deepen- 
ing emergency concerning the gen- 
eral mental health of children and 
fomili^ V 

' 1 happen to be convinced that 
America's family crisis demands 
that we rc-cmtinice the old-fashioned 
childrearing notions Dr. Hansen (and 
he is by no means alone) apparently 
rejects os outmoded. America's chiU 
dnraring practices may have needed 
some polishing, but they were not 
broke. Yet we tried, vainly (in every ■ 
sense of the terms), to fix them — o 
calamity, but one that many profes- 
sionals continue to defend. Instead 
of realizing that tinkering with 
America's childrearing traditions is 
the problem, they think further tin- 
kering will fix it. 

By championing these traditions, I 
upset the a^le carts of those profes- 
sionals who would like you to think 
they have better ideas about chil- 
drearing than did our parents and 
grandparents. That they view mv 
ideas os “totalitarian'* is understoncf- 
able. That they attempt to discredit 
(he manner in which most of us were 
raised — not perfect, but darned 
good enough — is unconscionable.

Should parents reward children 
for doing the right thing? 


Star charts, stickers, gifts — 
rewords arc a commodity parents 
trade in with some regularity, often 
with great success: But how effec- 
tive arc they rcally'^y''-/- I 

Child-rearing professionals' have 
deboted this topicjfqr many years, 
' says John Livingstone, a child and 
adolescent psychiatrist at McLean 
Hospital and Massachusetts General 
Hospital. Like most of his col- 
leag^, he believes there is a ploce 
^iBi^^^nt’s repertoire forrcwanls. 

Author Alfie Kohn of Cambridge, 
Mass., disagrees. He says, “There 
arc no circumstances under which 
tangible rewards are acceptable." 
His views are expressed in a r\ew 
book, “Punished by Rewards: The 
Trouble with Gold Stars, Incentive 
Plans, A’s, Praise and Other Bribes" 
(Houghton Miffiin). 

The book is getting some attention 
in parenting magazines, and while it 
can be applauded for bringing the 
debaje to parents’ attention, his con- 
troversial position is likely to con- 
fuse, even upset, some parents. 

Simply put, here is the issue: Do 
rewards motivate children to do 
something for the sake of doing it. or 
do they get children to do something 
only because they want the reWord? 

Kohn argues tlut the latter is true. 
“All reward do is get a child to ask 
himself, 'What do they waht me to 
do and what do I get for doing it?’” 
Rewards, he says, are controlling 
and manipulative, nothing short of 
bribery. And punishing a child, he 
adds, is very similar to rewarding 
her. 

"Children don’t develop into 


decent, generous, responsible people 
... if you treat them like pets, with 
gold stars, stickers and TV time," he 
rays. 

On two points, most child-rearing 
professionals agree with Kohn. The 
, first is that a^ajor goal of child- 
ftearing isTor,^ldren,to.u)tenuilize 
' the vmties'we; os parents,' bold dear. 
The second is that rewards, by them- 
selves, don’t achieve that goa].^ 

But rather than concluding that 
rewards are a tool never to be used, 
Livingstone and others say they can 
be effective, -under certain circum- 
stances. 

Livingstone explains why: 
“Positive feedback, including an 
object, lets a child know what he 
needs to do. to gain your approval, 
something he wants more thw any- 
thing else.” When the reward is 
occomponied by eye contact, touch- 
es, smiles, a warm tone of voice and 
an opproving statement, it becomes a 
symbol for the parent’s love and car- 
ing. 

“When the parent is not around ... 
what stays wi^ the child is that posi- 
tive feeling that was there when (he 
reward was given to him," says 
Livingstone. 

It is this energy, not the reward 
itself that has the power to shape 
b^vior, according to Livin^tone. 

When you don’t combine the 
energy with the reward, or when you 
give a reward grudgingly, 
Livingstone agrees with Kohn that 
you run the risk of the reward 
becoming a bribe. 

Child psychologist Edward 
Christophersen was one of the first 
ihmpists to use formal reward sys- 
tems with families in the 1960s. He

For instance, the only way star or 
sticker chons work, he says, is os on 
accounting device, perhaps on a 
chore chon where each family mem- 
ber, including a parent, has o differ- ■ 
ent color star that gets' affixed when . 
a job is completed. At the end of a 
set time, everyone, again including 
parents, gets a reward. 

Star chons don’t help a child over 
a developmental or physical hurdle, 
such os’loilet training, bedwetting or 
thumbsucking, according to 
Christophersen, who is on the stafi* 
of Children’s Merby Hospital in 
Kansas City, Mo. 

’Telling a 3-ycar-old he'll get a 
star each day he goes without an' 
accident, and a gift after'five stars in 
a row, is a form of badgering,” he 
says. It won’t woric because the child 
doesn’t have the skill or maturation 
to do what you wont him to. 

“He’ll only come to resent you," 
he predicts. 

In this situation, however, he rays 
you could give a reward sponta- 
neously when your child has a suc- 
cess: “Wow, you did such a good - 
job! You knew just when you need- 
ed to get to the bathroom! I’m so 
proud of you! How about some M 
and Ms?” Christophersen is' the 
author of many books for parents, 
including, “Beyond Discipline: 
Parenting that Lasts a Lifetime" - 
(Westport Publishing Group, 1990). 

Like Livingstone, Christophersen 
rays effects arc important, but when 
it comes to helping children form a 
value system of their own, he says 
what really counts is parents setting 
a good example.

Look in any healtli club these days, 
and you’ll find exerciser^ climbing 
up and down a small plastic platform, 
part of the growing group of fitness 
enthusiasts who do step aerobics. .. 

Out how much of a workout docs 
step acrobiespner? Plenty, according 
to the results of three separate stud- 
ics, 

At the University of Texas 
Southwestern Sports Science 
Research Center in Dallas, James 
Stroy-Gunderson and his colleagues 
studied the metabolic demands of 
step aerobics in 10 healthy women 
with on average age of 27. 

The team of researchers used d 
new oxygen device to measure the 
metabolic post of doing step aerobics 
during workouts. Study participants 
Used a step height of 10 inches, 
roughly the height of two steps 
stacked on top of each other. 

The findings, which were reported 
earlier thiff year at the annua] meeting 
of the American College of Sports 
Medicine, showed that step aerobics 
burned about 8 calories a minute, 
enough to make it an "cffeciive’' 
calorie burner, Stray-Cunderson raid. 

Those who move their arms a lot 
during step aerobics do even better, 
according to researchers at the 
University of Wisconsin’s La Crosse 
Exercise and Health Program. John. 
Porcari and his colleagues examined 
the effects of four arm positions — 
hanging at the side, arms at about a 
45 degree angle from the body, arms 
directly out in front and arms over- 
head. 

Keeping arms at the side during 
most of the workout burned about 5 
calorics per minute, according to the 
study, which involved 18 women, 
ages 20 to 30. 

Moving the arms overhead 
increased the energy expenditure the 
most, raising it to 12 calorics per 
minute, Porcari said. He noted that 
the wide range of energy expendi- 
tures was a surprise. 

Step aerobics can also provide as 
much conditioning as jogging but 
with less risk of injury, accoraing to a 
study of 90 students at the University 
of Colorado. All were women at the 


some fitness level when the 28-wcek 
study began and were randomly 
o.s.signcd to one of three groups: nice 
walking, jogging dr step aerobic.s. 

Each group exercised, four times u 
week for 60 minutes a session, which 
included 10 mingles of warm-up, 40 
mir^utes of aerobic activity and 10 
minutes of cool down. 

All groups showed equal improve- 
ment in conditioning levels, but 
injuries were most prevalent in the 
running group and forced 16 percent 


of runners to drop out of the study, 
said coauthor William Byrnes. Lcss- 
sevcrc injuries that required missing 
a day or two of exercise also 
occurred more often in runners. 

Given the findings, said Byrnes, o 
,'professor of kincsthcstology ut the 
University of Colorado, all three 
types of exercise arc good ways to 
slay fit. But because of the frequency 
and severity of injury,. he said, “one 
might .choose step aerobics or race 
walking over jogging."

When n passenger dies in a car wreck 
involving a drunk driver, the cause of 
death muy-bc listed as brain damage 
or an accident. Whqn an obese, inac- 
tive person dies in middle ugc of a 
heart attack, the death certificate 
probably .says cardiac jurest. 

Not on J. Micluiel McGinnis’ list. 

On his list, the causes of death in 
the above examples would be ciga- 
rettes, alcohol, and poor diet and inac- 
tivity. 

Tlic leading killers of Americans, 
as compiled by the federal 
Ocparimcnt of Health and Human 
Services, have consistently been heart 
disease, cancer, stroke imd trauma. 

None of those appears on McGinnis' 
list.
